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Football Summary 

Roosevelt suffered the most disastrous football season injthe history of the school. Handi- 
capped by a green squad, injury of veterans, and expulsion for breaking training, Coach Harris 
never sent the same team on the field for any two games and consequently few earned letters. 
Fighting every minute the game Roughriders, outweighed in every game, faced each opponent 
of their hard schedule and gave everything they had. A characteristic of each defeat was that 
the Roosevelt boys played a close game the first half, but wore down after the half because of 
their light weight. Facing Chariton September 22, in their opening game the Blue and White 
were defeated 25-0 on the Chariton field. Heartened by holding Perry to a 7-7 tie the following 
Saturday the Roughriders went up against the strong Jefferson team October 6, but were forced 
to take the short end of an 18-0 verdict. 

A completely remolded team took the field for the first home game against Lincoln. They 
struggled four guarters to a scoreless tie, but the following Saturday, October 20. the Polar Bears 
of North High battered the Roughriders to a 27-0 decision. Trie last three games Hoosevelt 
dropped by big scores and they should l>e remembered only as just cause for revenge in future 
years.

Roughriders Enjoy Successful Basketball Season 

Although starting the season poorly the Hoosevelt "5" ended up with a bang to rate second- 
best in the state. 

The first game was played on our court with the North Side boys as op|x>sition. The quintet 
was badly trimmed 37 to 8 and set out to revenge the defeat. 

Fast was next cm the bill ami were drubbed to the tune of :i] to 17 as was Lincoln the next 
week. 

The Ixiys journeyed to Cedar Rapids through the holiday rest to encounter Washington 
High five where they were nosed out by one point in 24-23 game. 

Boone also came from behind to "whang" the Roughriders 19 to Hi. 

The. Blue and White "swishers" sailed into Greenfield from the first to the final gun for a 
well earned 21 to 9 victorv and the next week again plaved fine ball to casilv outseore Webster 
City 30 to 18. 

The boys seemed to have hit their stride and waded through Perry at Perry 33 to 28, Chariton 
28 to 19 and Cedar Rapids 34 to 15 only to return to the city round robin and get drubbed in 
quick succession by Frist 27 to 17 and North 25 to 14. 

Thev won the last game before the start of the sectional from Lincoln bv the large score 
of 39 to 14. 

The weary Roughriders then started on the hardest grind of the whole season, the state 
tournament. 

Playing North High in the first round of the sectional the boys, although doped to lose, wal- 
loped North 35 to 24. Lincoln was played in the final and were trounced to the tune of 44 to 24. 
This gave Hoosevelt the sectional plaque to keep as it was the second straight year the Rough- 
riders had won this honor. 

Adel was the first team encountered at Newton in the District meet and although playing 
]x>or ball they managed to outseore their rivals 44 to 30. 

A beautiful recovery and a last half rally put the Roosevelt five on the long end of a 34-2(1 
score in the Newton High game, and they easily took Johnston Station 41 to 19 and Mitchellville 
44 to 20 in the final to win the right to compete for the state title at Iowa City. 

Council Bluffs was the first opposition the Blue and White basketeers met at the state and 
despite the ragged brand of ball they displayed they earned the box score decision of 28 to 23. 

Reinbeck was an easy mark for the smooth working offense that "windmillcd" down the 
floor time and again for basket after basket and walloped their North Fastern Iowa rivals 34 to 
14 to gain the finals of the state championship. 

It was a different team that took the floor against Davenport the following night but despite 
their ragged play in the pinches, the boys managed to press their opponents until the final gun, 
being nosed out 26 to 21 but gained the distinction as runnersup for the State Basketball Cham- 
pionship of Iowa, 1929.
